DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohkubo (US 
5,619,427). 

Ohkubo teaches a color conversion method comprising: 

• Determining, utilizing a first color space, whether a calculated color-difference is 
within an established color tolerance (FIG.6, steps S23- S24; Column 6, lines 50- 
62), with regard to claim 1. 

• If the calculated color-difference is determined to exceed the established color 
tolerance, calculating an ink correction value utilizing a second color space 
(FIG.6, steps S25- S26; Column 6, line 62 to column 7, line 50), with regard to 
claim 1. 

• Determining whether a color difference exceeds an established color tolerance 
(FIG.6, steps S23- S24; Column 6, lines 50-62), with regard to claim 2. 

• If the color difference exceeds established color tolerance, converting spectral 
reflectance values of a test area used to determine the color difference into 
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colorimetric density values (Column 4, line 42 to column 5 line 46), with regard 
to claim 2. 

• Utilizing the colorimetric density values to establish a colorimetric density 
difference (Column 6, line 50 to column 7, line 43), with regard to claim 2. 

• Utilizing the colorimetric density difference to calculate an ink correction value 
(Column 7, lines 44-52), with regard to claim 2. 


Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Applicant's attention is invited to the followings whose inventions disclose similar 
devices. 

• Fuchs et al. (US 5,55 1,342) teaches a method for controlling the ink guidance in a 
printing machine. 

• Abbondio et al. (US 3,890,048) discloses a method and apparatus for measuring the color 
density of printing inks applied to a moving web. 

• Takemoto (US 6,278,533) teaches a method of processing image signal. 

• Seymour (US 5,967,050) discloses a markless color control in a printing press. 

• Edge (US 6,027,201) teaches a recalibrating a multi-color imaging system.
